HISTORY AS IT ACTUALLY IS 



I think that now I have been playing wargames for so 
long, I'm now getting an insight into the history not presented 
in any books that I have since read. As World War Two is ray 
favourite, I've since found a number of discrepencies between 
what is printed in the history books and how it actually is on 
the gaming board.
